eent interest on deferred pay- 
ments, ' d of 4 per cent, as origi- 
nally stipulated under an amendment 
adopted, and money loaned to pros- 
pective constructors would bring the 
government not less than 4 1-4 per 
cent interest, instead of 2 per cent. 
As paseéd the bill would provide 
for the sale of the government's mer- 
chant fleet and the establishment in 
the treasury of a revolving fund to 
: to American: citizens for 
the construction of ships. Another 
fund, the “merchant. marine. fund” 
would be established from proceeds of 
tonnage dues and duties amounting, 
aceérding to sponsors of the bill, tu 
$4,000,000 annually and 10 per cent 
of the amount of customs duties, 
which would total $30,000,000 per 
year. 

Compensation on a graduated scale 
would be extended ship owners out 
of this fund, according to the speed, 
size and type of the vessel. The 
compensation would be for periods 
not exceeding ten years to*ship own- 
ers making contracts with the gov- 
ernment, and the vessels would 
classified in the American burean of 
shipping. Ships receiving compensa- 
tion would be required to carry crews 
of which at least one-half at first 
and after three years two-thirds, ex- 
clusive of licensed officers, are Amer- 
ican citizens. An exception was made 
in the stewards department of passen- 
ger ships. As a measure to pre- 
vent excess profits the bill stipulates 
that profits over 19 per cent must 
be returned to the @easury until the 
amount of compensation a ship has 
received is repaid. The bill provides 
that the shipping board, in develop- 
ing its sales policy, shall endeavor 
to continue all existing steamship 
routes and regular “services. 

One-half the immigration coming 
into the United States must come in 
American ships, under a_ provision 
of the bill, and another section would 
authorize the president to turn over 
the transport service to the shipping 
board for disposal and make contracts 
with: private steamship, owners for 
transportation for the army, navy and 
marine corps. 

As originally drawn. the bill gave 
the shipping board jurisdiction over 
coastwise rates of vessels receiving 
compensation, but this section was 
withdrawn pending hearings. Mem- 
bers of the merchant marine commit- 
tee said the section was intended to 
prevent ruinous competition.

A TRUE HEROINE. 

. Occasions like that of the burn- 
ing of the High Point school afford 
impressive proof of the fact that 
demonstrations of true heroism are 
by no means limited to exploits on 
a battlefield. 

Such conduct as that of Mrs. 
the school teacher, 
who, at the peril of her own life, 
saved the lives of more than a score 
of her little pupils while the floor 
of the school room in which they 
were entrapped was burning from 
under their feet, shows that the 
spirit of true heroism is present in 
peaceful pursuits as well as in war. 

Mrs. Grant was in charge of the 
second floor of the two-story pine 
school building at High Point, a lit- 
tle rural community near Coving- 
ton, Ga., with more than forty chil- 
dren, few of them above 10 years 
of age, in her care. 


Her fir§t intimation that the 
building was on fire came when 
one of her little charges called her 
attention to the “‘pretty white dust” 
that was filtering through cracks 
surrounding the door — “dust” 
which fntuition told her was smoke. 

The teacher hastily assured her- 
self that escape through the door 
—the only means provided for 
egress from the room—was cut off 
by the flames. 


Then, realizing the danger of a 
panic among the children and that 
an attempt to escape down the 
stairway meant certain death, this 
brave woman, displaying extraor- 
dinary resourcefulness and  pres- 
ence of mind, locked the door, 
commanded her pupils to “line up,” 
and began dropping them, one by 
one, from a rear window to the} 
ground, twenty feet below—the| 


only possible means by which their, 


lives could be saved! | 


The few who perished were! 
burned only after their teacher had 
made a desperate effort to Seize | 
them. They had become crazed | 
with fright and terror-stricken; but) 
it was not until she had seen the’ 
floor give way and the little bodies 
disappear into the inferno below 
that Mrs. Grant ceased her efforis 
to save them, or gave thought to 
her own peril. 

Then, as the floor sank beneath 
her own feet, she seized the win- 
dow ledge and leaped to the ground, 
whence she was rescued, fearfully | 
burned and otherwise injured. 

Rare heroism was also demon-| 
strated by her sister teachers in| 
charge of the ground floor rooms 
of the building. 

Stifled by the smoke, seared with 
the intense heat, and with the 
flames licking their faces and arms, 
those brave ladies stood beside the 
burning structure doing their ut- 
most to catch the little forms as 
Mrs. Grant dropped them from the 
window abeve. 

Many of the little ones were 
badly burned and hurt; very few 
of them, in fact, escaped injury. 

But had it not been for the cour- 
age, the bravery and the self-sac- 
rificing devotion of those noble 
women, not one of them would be! 
living today! 

Not only the parents of the 
rescued children, but the public, 
owe those teachers an everlasting 
debt of gratitude. 


It is such heroism that molds all: 


humanity to loftier ideals. 


THE RESCUE WORKERS. 

The American Rescue Workers 
is one of the worthy charities oper- 
ating in this city, serving the needy 
victims of adverse circumstances. 

At 26 Capitol avenue this organ- 
ization maintains an emergency 
home for widowed mothers and 
orphaned children, where its bene- 
ficiaries are taken in and given food, 
raiment and shelter pending ar- 
rangements for their permanent 
care, or until they can “‘get on their 
feet.” 

Its mission, as stated in its work- 
ing program, is to “feed, shelter 
and clothe stranded humanity;” 
and the extent to which it is meas- 
uring up to that commendable pur- 
pose is indicated by the fact that 
during last year, with a working 
capital of less than $12,000, it 
gave away 52,918 meals, 12,044 
nights’ shelter, 2,285 garments and 
546 pairs of shoes, all of which cost 
the recipients nothing. 

Like all other public. charitable 
institutions of this kind, the Ameri- 
can Rescue Workers depends en- 
tirely upon public generosity for 
capital with which to operate. 

Each year it appeals to the 
hearts and the pocketbooks of the 
prosperous and philanthropic peo- 
ple of Atlanta for contributions; 
and its beneficent service to hu- 
manity %s%~ measured only by the 
amount of the donations it receives. 

On Saturday of this week the 
American Rescue Workers will ask 
all Atlanta to contribute to this 
work, for the work cannot be done 
without funds. 

This is a worthy cause, and it 
deserves whole-hearted and liberal 
support.

Editor Constitution: You have a | 


attention to an ordinary violation of the 
Atlanta traffic regulations which is prob- 
ably an outgrowth of the feverish, hurry- 
up movement on the part of the people 
generally—an alinost complete disregard by 
pedestrians of the red *“stop”’ lights at in- 
tersecting streets in the congested centers 
of the city during the hours when traffic 
policemen are not present to check the side- 
walk traffic. And yet, it is that every 
eagerness to ‘“‘go’’ that has made Atlanta 
a great city. 

Unquestionably one of the greatest forces 
for enforcement of regulations of all kinds 
is visible example, and in Atlanta—as has 
been noticeable frequently—there are a 
great many pedestrians who are disposed 
to set the example. <A few more of them 
and a little more persistence probably would 
aid the traffic regulations in that respect 
very much.

way and speed. From one the Atlanta mo- 
‘cring public and, I believe the walking pub- 
il¢ as well, has absolutely no recourse in 
law in case of accident. 

Neither of the illustrations cited serves to 
further congest the mouvement of the traf- 
fic, beyond the increased dangers they add, 
but there is a common practice by one of 
the most important enterprises in this part 
of the country, Atlanta’s largest business, 
which conclusively will be found, upon exam- 
ination, to constitute qune an enormous and 
perfectly unnecessary impediment to traffic. 
I speak of the practice of the street cars, 
iu their passage through the narrow and 
congested streets of the city, moving at a 
rate of speed sometimes as slow as five 
miles an hour—I have recorded it on my 
speedometer behind one of these cars no 
later than 4 o’clock his afternoon—without 
any regard for the numerous automobiles 
choked behind them. Of course, the purpose 
of the driver of the street car is to kill 
time because he would be bad marked for 
running ahead of his schedule, but is it 
quite the thing that the center the business 
part of the city—or even the near-in resi- 
dence streets, for that matter—should be 
thus monopolized for ‘‘time killing’’ pur- 
poses? This inquiry becomes particularly 
pertinent in view of the fact that the 
instant committee, wrestling with the traf- 
fic congestion problem, among its recom- 
mendations is seeking to increase the speed 
limit fer automobiles in both the con- 
gested and inner fire limits, with a view 
to moving the traffic more rapidly. 

Ivy street is one of the main relief ar- 
teries for traffic for the business center 
of the city. The incident I cited above 
occurred at 4 o’clock one Thursday after- 
noon, when a street car on that street 
moved at the rate of five miles av hour 
practically the whole lengt of the street 
from the intersection of Peachtree to the 
Wesley Memorial church.

The standard 
tincture of the United States pharma- 
copoeia is nearly three times as strong 
in iodine as the standard tincture of 
the British ange Se OC a8 Tincture 
of iodine is brown in color, and any- 
thing purporting to be colorless tinc- 
ure of iodine isn’t iodine at all, but 
some other chemical compound like 
ammonium iodine, the uses and effects 
of which are quite different from those 
of tincture of iodine. 

Whether or not tincture of iodine is 
the best first aid application for fresh 
wounds is scientifically debatable, but 
practically such treatment proved 
fairly satisfactory in the world war, 
soldiers carrying smal] capsules or 
vials of tincture of iodine to apply 
immediately to wounds. There is 
nothing else that I know of preferable 
to an immediate sWabbing of minor 
cuts, abrasions or open wounds with 
tincture of iodine as a safe disinfec- 
tant, One application is enough, then 
the dressing should be immediately 
applied, with particular care not to 
touch the wound with fingers or with 
any article that ig not sterilized 
(free of ‘Berms). 

Tincture of iodine may be painted 
over swellings from inflammation or 
injury—but one coat is enough for a 
week, as a rule, if blistering is to be 
avoided. The purpose is counter irri- 
tation, and possibly some iodine is ab- 
sorbed, acting as a stimulant to the

Dr. Todd wired the chief to hold 
the man, and he. left for Florida. 
Upon reaching there Wednesday 
night, however, he discovered that the 
man thought to be his father was 
another person, and he made known 
this fact to friends in Atlanta Wed- 
nesday night. 

It was following announcement 
that the man in the Florida. town 
was not J. C. Todd that friends of 
the family made public facts which 
they thought pointed to the possibility 
that the missing man is now attempt- 
ing to make his way to France in 
search of his son, John R. Todd, who 
was killed in the recent war, and to 
whose memory a monument has been 
erected in the city park at Hogans- 
ville. * 

The son, it was stated, made a 
good record in the military service, 
and the report of his death is be- 
lieved authentic.

that something should have been al- 
lowéd for the value of the franchise : 
that proper consideration was not 
given losses suffered by the gas 
company in former years caused by 
low rates. nor proper depreciation al- 
lowance made, and that under the 
rates ‘# would be impossible for the 


comp to earn 8 per cent upon the 
value-of their properties. as 

The commission at the close of the 
last calendar year issued an order 
jreducing new gas rates from $1.65 
per thousand cubic feet to $1.55. 
which the companies declared would 
result in a reduction of their reve- 
nues $140,000 a year. They sought 
an injunction to restrain the com- 
mission from enforcing its order which 
the United States district court for 
northern Georgia refused. 

Argument on behalf of the gas 
company was opened by Luther Z. 
Rosser and closed by Robert G. 
Dodge, while the commission was rep- 
resented by E. J. Reagan.

Lesson No, 213. 

The Electrolytic Rectifier. . 
Practically every radio receiving | 
set which utilizes vacuum tubes in- 
cludes a storage battery which must 
be charged from time to time depend- 
ing upon the gize of the battery and 
the amount it is used. One way to 
charge the battery is by connection 
to a source of direct current in series 
with a current regulating resistance, 
Where alternating instead of direct 
current is available, some form of 
rectifier must be employed in order 
to convert the current into a form 
suitable for charging batteries. Mag- 
netie rectifiers employing vibrating 
contacts which close and open at the 
proper times to permit the current to 
flow in one direction only are often 
used. Another type of rectifier 
makes use of the valve properties of 
the vacuum tube. Another type of 
rectifier, more easily assembled by 
the experimenter and much cheaper 
to construct, is the chemical or elec- 

trolytic rectifier.

The electrolytic rectifier consists 
of metal plates of unlike materials 
Immersed in a solution of sodium 
phosphate or similar substance. The 
plates may be of lead and aluminum, 
equal in size or the aluminum plates 
may be slightly larger. One form 
of the rectifier employs four glass 
jars containing the solution and one 
oe of each of the two kinds used. 

he elements of the four jars are 
connected in series in the manner in- 
dicated in the diagram with the alter- 
nating current source connected at 
the points shown through a lamp 
back which limits the current in the 
oircuit, The battery is connected 
at the points shown which give the 
desired polarity for charging pur- 
poses. Care should be exercised in 
connecting the elements, to follow 
the connections shown in the diagram. 
The operation of the rectifier. is de- 
pendent upon the formation of'an in- 
sulation film on the plates which al- 
lows current to flow from “the lead 
to the aluminum plate but not from 
the aluminum plate to the lead plate.
